Cot offered ample evidence to con- 
flrm that France's air force 1s more 
than a third stronger than It was 
twelve months ago, when it was re- 
presented ns one of the strongest on 
the Continent. . 

“In June 1936," M. Cot sald, “at 
best only 6 per cent. of the equipment 
was of the type decided upon by the 
Government in 1933 and adopted by 
the Chamber in 10934.

to nation, but also amongst 
tho different ranka of society. 
Thus we find that, amongst 
some peoples and races, tho 
nuptial rites . are of - tho 
pitmost . simplicity, ~ whilst 
amongst others they attain the 
“acme of complex formulae, so- 
iemnised by the performance of 
a more or less ndventitious con- 
eatenation of ritualistic cere- 
onics, many of which are 
prescribed by age-old custom, 
and others by the plous suscep- 
tibllities of many generations. 
Such a description as the 
latter aptly typifies the mar- 
rlage customs of the Chincse 
people; for, of all the so- 
called Sons of Adam, none 
surpass this remarkable nation 
in the complexity of — the 
rites for the assumption of the 
state of lawful matrimony. In- 
deed, marriage amongst them is 
not merely a mutual arrange- 
ment for the formation of con- 
fugal ties between two in- 
dividuals of the opposite sex; 
but it implies in the most force- 
‘ful way the linking of families 
—ceach a member of a clan of 
possibly divergent interests and 
bearing the patronymic or sur- 
name of a distinct ancestral 
patriarch.

Us that other interesting people 
—the Children of Isracl—who 
they resemble In su muny ways, the 
Chinese as a whole cling tenaciously 
to the customs of their fathers, and 
one. of these Is the employment of 
mool-yan or “marriage brokers.” 
These Individuals are generally nl- 
though not always elderly females 
who like the Hebrew sia’at-chen are 
hired out by families to search out 
the eligible girls of the nelghbour- 
hood, with whom their sons might 
contract a suitable matrimonial alll- 
ance, These "“go-betweens" ure

have) expressed § tentative approval, 
and now awalt his own approbation, 
in order that. the engagemen 
may be effected. This ceremony 
is called a seung-t’al, or “a looking 
at cach other,” and Is an cssentlal 
part of old-style Chinese courtship. 
This is accomplished by having the 
young man accompanied by the 
‘matchmakers, and a relative or two 
meet in turn the eligible young’ wo- 
men in a quasl-accldental manner, 
elther outside the village, in the 
park, or some other public place. No 
words ‘are spoken, and ‘often as not, 
the malden does not know: before- 
hand the purpose of the encounter. 
However, feminine Intultlon is suf- 
fAcient to give an inking of what fs 
happening, and the. sheepish actions 
of the young man betray whnat arti- 
fice has intended to conceal, The 
young couple stare at ench other In 
apparent discomfiture, and after a 
moment or su of “sizing up” cach 
other, move away. After this serics 
of casunl inspections has been com- 
pleted, the young man signifies his 
cholce, and the preparations for the 
marriage can now go forward.

SHE formal engagement or 
ting-fan is amongst the Chinese 
ocension of the highest impor- 
tance. A formal contract js drawn 
up through the Intermediaries, to 
which is aMxed the scals of the two 
families, and the betrothal {1s .com~ 
pleted by the exchange of ‘a 
varled array of presents. ‘Those 
sent by the man's 
in nddition . to the — customary 
tai-peng or ceremonial cakes include 
the following: Mushrooms, — lotus 
seeds, pomegranates, cypress leaves, 
and in many instances a gold ring. 

The significance of the latter 4s, of 
course, apparent but the Intent of 
(he other items may scem mysterious. 
Needless to say each hos o special 
ceremonial menning, and expresses 
the hope that the forthcoming marri- 
age may be a frultful and happy one, 
It may be mentioned here, that, in 
the oinjority of Instances, the pay- 
ment of a fixed sum of moncy by the 
young man’s parents is arranged for 
ns an'essentlal of the engagement. 
This it may be noted is a vestighal 
remnant of the primitive marringe by 
purchase, and, even to thls day, the 
discussion of the maiden’s shan-ka or 
“body-price’ is an important preli- 
minary in the marringe negotiations 
of most old-f{ushtoned families. 

The presents returned by the, wo- 
man’s family, however, are in most 
\cnses not so muny or so elaborate, 
‘but propriety demands that they 
should approximate in value as neare 
ly as . possible, . Nevertheless, the 
essentlal gifts which must be re- 
turned are the following: A box of 
ch’a-keuk literally “the feet of tea” 
—an assortment of red buns, and 
enkes of various kinds,—one pair of

‘marine delicacies”: such as obaloncs 
or other kinds of shell-fish, and some 
sweets,’ Frequently, too, tho presents

About ten days before the’ fixed 
date of the wedding is the perlod 
called the kwoh-taal-[al or “passing 
through the great rites “which is 
celebrated by the further exchange 
of ceremonial cakes and ch'a-keuk, 
and then comes tlie day bofore’ the 
wedding Itself when the maid's trous- 
senus 1s moved to the home of her 
intended husband. This is In Itself 
quite on event, and the passage of 
the aden coolies through the 
.atreets bearing the now black lac- 
quered boxes and articles of furni- 
ture §s, in the case of wealthy familics 
a remarkable sight, and serves to 
gratify the sense of ostentatlon 
which to both Chinese and Jow is a 

truly Oriental heritage. 

At length in the’ proper scason 
comes the wedding day—the gala 
occasion in the lives of Chinese girls, 
ond boys, too, for thnt matter, as a 
man may marry only once, and his 
kit-faat wifé ts the only legal one, 
regardiess of how. many concubines 
he may take In his Inter and more 
aMluent years, There are momen- 
tous preparations at the homes of 
both bride and groom. Early in the 
morning the bride dons the scarict 
wedding garments, and: is crowned 
-with the fung-kwoon or “bridal coro- 
net” coruscating with gilded tinsel 
and hung with shimmering strings 
of artificial pearls, Various old wo- 
men assist her In her dressing, and 
one of these is the lucky personage 
known us the ho-ming-p'oh, or 
“lucky matron", {£e one who 
has given birth to many sons. 
This staid individual performs for 
her the important task of combing 
her hair; for on this occnston, it is 
deemed to be of special ceremonial 
significance. Indeed, not to have o 
ho-ming-p’oh to comb the bridal 
locks would be the cquivaicnt of in- 
viting disaster, and os the old woman 
combs, she sings the following verse: 


“Yat-shoh shoh to mei 

Yi-shoh shoh to paak-faat ts‘at-mei 

Soam-shoh shoh to yi-suen moon 
tel. 

This may be freely translated as 

follows: 

“With the first passing of the 
comb, I comb with -the hope 
that ‘your mutual love will 
endure to the end of your days 

With the second, I comb with the 
wish that your mutual love 
will last until the time when 
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both of you willl have 
silvery hair 
With the third passing of the comb, 
I comb with the hope that you 
two shalt have many sons and 
grandsons.” :

GUuNDOWN is the tlme fixed by 
custom for the bride to enter the 
fa-kiu or “bridal palanquin.” With 
the walting carricra !s a number of 
Chinese musiclans, ecith¢r a modern 
band playing wedding marches, or 
else one of the old-fashioned paat- 
yam-tui armed with Chinese horns 
and fifes. These are hired to per- 
form the saame-ch'ut saam-ts'Ing, 
“the three blowings and the three 
Invitings,” ic, the ceremonial of in- 
viting the bride to enter the wed- 
ding chair. After this is done, she 
ts ‘carried out on the back of an-old 
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womnn who is poputarly known for 
the occasion as the taat-k’am, and 
as she seats herself within the con- 
veyance, she casts a last Jook at her 
childhood home. ° 


After the arrival of the wedding- 
sedan at the home of the bridegroom, 
there ore various minor rites which 
are gencrally observed. One of these 
requires ‘that the san-long or “new 
man" kick the door of the palanquin 
as'a summons for the bride to come 
forth. After she steps out, she is 
carried over the threshold of the 
dwelling by one of the female mem- 
bers of the groom's family. | 

The customary old-style Chinese 
wedding ceremony would be to West- 
erners more or less of an ordeal, There 
are the interminable bowings—those 
stomachic salutations which propriety 
demands-—kowtows:: to Heaven and 
Earth, to parents, to relatives and to 
each other. After.these multifarious 
rites have been fulfilled, the 
fan-shue or “marriage register" Is 
signed. There are, of course, numer- 
ous other details—variations of local 
custom, which are also observed. In 
some districts, too, the wedding 1s 


“made the occasion to tease the bride 


and badger the bridegroom. Some- 
times, the solemn event degencrates 
into a ribald spirit suggesting a rus- 
tic carnival. In modernised custom, 
however, much that {s objectionnble 
in the old-fashioned nuptials has been

Man Believed -To -Have 
Stabbed Himself 


An ingulry Into the dcath of Ko 
Pak-yuo, 41, salesman of the Fuk 
Cheon poultry dealers, who was 
alleged to have stabbed himself to 
death at No. 10 Western Street, first 
floor, on November 10, was held at 
the Central Moagistracy yesterday 
afternoon before Mr. Ro & 5 
Forrest, who sat ns Coroner. A Jury 
was empanelied, and comprised 
Messrs. P. H. Suckling (Foreman), 
S, M. Gidley and W. L.-L. Barker. 

Detective-Inspector M. Murphy 
appeared for the police. 

Dr. Lien ‘Tsoong-kya, medical 
officer atluchet- to Queen Maury 
Hospital, said deceased was admitted 
to the hospital at 2 p.m. on Novem- 
ber 19. Witness saw him five minutes 
after hdmisslun and found him to be 
suffering from multiple stab wounds 
on ‘the upper abdomen. Deceased 
was unable to speak, and his breath 
smelt . strongly of Mquor. His 
wounds were bleeding, and witness 
decided to operate. The operation, 
was commenced at 2.35 p.m. but de- 
ceased failed to survive. 

Witness performed a post mortem 
examination the next day, and found 
deceased to have 21.stab wounds on 
his body. Twelve of the wounds had 
actually penetrated the liver sub- 
stance, nnd there was one wound thit 
went through the stomach. As wit- 
ness had smelt Hquor in deceased's’ 
breath, he sent the stomach contents 
Death was’ due to 
shock. following wounds In the Iver 
and stomach. The wounds were most 
Ukely self-inflicted, and could have 
been caused by a sharp instrument 
such af the pair of scissors produced 
in Court. z 

3 ALCOHOL FOUND 


Mr. V. C. Branson, Government 
Analyst, sald he examined the con- 
tents of deccased’s stomach, and 
found alcohol present to the extent 
of one-eighth of a fluid ounce of 
absolute alcohol. — Witness —_ also 
examined the contents of a bottle 
handed him by the police which was 


‘stated to have been found in a cubicle 


at No. 10 Western Street, first floor, 
and found it to be sweet Chinese 
wine contalning approximately 37 
per cent. of alcohol. No poison could 
be detected In either the stomach con- 
tents or the wine. 

Ko Hoi-shing, elder brother of de- 
ceused, sald deceased was employed 
as a weigher at the poultry dealers. 
He kept a woman whom witness knew 
as Sam Koo, who had two daughters 
by a previous marriage. Witness 
seldom visited the couple, but as far 
as he knew, there was no trouble 
between them. Deceased took about 
40 cents worth of Chinese wine pcr 
day, but witness had seldom scen 
him drunk. -He was ill now and 
again, but did not appear to worry 
over his ilincss. me oe

This was not the first time that 
the Prime Minlster, then Mr, Bald- 
avin or the Archbishop of Canterbury 
had heard that. They assured him, 
however, that they reallsed times 
had changed, and’ that they ‘were 
prepared to mect him more than 
hal{way.

The chairman having urged, in a

After beln questioned for thirteen 
hours, Weldmann rald hls Ilvellhood 
was earned by means of murder, He 
kJlled Miss Dekoven and robbed her 
of $24 cash and $500 tn travellers’ 
cheques.

German, and Jean Couffy, chauffeur, 


Weidmann further sdmitted that 
Miss Dekoven and nt Teast one other 
were buried In a “murder villa’ in an 
isolated and exclusive district of 
country estates behind Napoleon's

to Josephine in suburban Lavoulziec. 


The Pollce Inter found the bodies 
of Miss Dekoven und Frommer. The 
former_was_ strangled and the latter 
shot, The Police announced they are 
seeking an accomplice and hoped to 
muke an arrest shortly, It js sald 
Miss Dekoven was the first, victim.

Man Believed To Have 
Stabbed Himself 


An jnquiry. into the death of Ko 
Pak-yue, 41, salesman of the Fuk 
Cheong poultry dealers, who was 
alleged to have ‘stabbed himself to 
death at No. 10 Western Street, first 
floor, on November 19, was held at 
the Central Magistracy yesterday 
afternoon before Mr R. A. Dz 
Forrest, who sat as Coroner, A Jury 
was empaneiicd, ond comprised 
Messrs, P. H. Suckling (Foreman), 
S._M. Gidicy and W. L. Barker. 

Detective-Inspector .M. Murphy 
appbared for the police.” = 

Dr. |‘ Lien Tsoong-kya,’ medical 
oMcer attached ‘to Queen Mary 
Hospital, sald deceascd was admitted 
to the hospital at 2.p.m. on Novem- 
ber 19. Witness saw him five minutes 
aftcr admission and found him to be 
suffcring-from multiple stab wounds 
on the upper abdomen. Dececascd 
was unable to-speak, and his breath 
smelt strongly of Hquor. His 
wounds were bleeding, and witness 
decided to operate. The operation 
was commenced at 2.35 p.m. but de- 
ceased ‘failed to survive. 

Witness performed o post mortem 
examInation the next day, and found’ 
deceased to have 21 stab wounds on 
his body. Twelve of the wounds had 
actually penetrated the Ilver sub- 
stance, and there was one wound that 
went through the stomach. ‘As wit- 
ness had smelt Mquor In deceased’s 
breath, he sent the stomach contents 
for analysis. Denth was -due_ to 
shock following wounds In the liver 
and stomach, The wounds were most 
likely self-inflicted, and could have 
been caused by a sharp Instrument 
such as the pair of scissors produced 


in Court. 
ALCOHOL FOUND 


Mr. V: C. Branson, Government 
Analyst, said he examined the con- 
stomach, and 
found alcohol present to the extent 
of one-eighth of a fluld ounce of 
absolute alcohol. Witness . also 
examined the-contents’ of a bottle 
handed him by the police which -was 
stated to have been found in a cubicle 


at No. 10 Western Street, first floor, j. 


and found It to be sweet Chinese 
wine containing approximately 37 
per cent. of alcohol. No potson could 
be detected in elther the stomach con- 
tents or the wine. 

Ko Hol-shing, elder brother of de- 
ceased, sald deceased was employed 
as o welgher at the poultry dealers. 
He kept a woman whom witness knew 
as Sam Koo, who had two daughters 
by a- previcus marriage. Witness 
seldom visited the couple, but as far 
as he knew, there was no- trouble 
between them. Deceased took about 


#- 40 cents worth of Chinese wine per 


day, but witness had seldom seen 
him drunk. -He was ill now and 
‘again, but did not appear to worry 
over his illness.
